Every  year  at  Victoria  College  is  a  good  year,  but  some,  like  this  year, 
are  more  hectic  than  others.  Enrolment  for  the  1958-59  Session  was  much 
higher  than  anticipated,  with  a  50.9  percent  increase  in  the  College  of 
Education  and  a  14.5  percent  increase  in  Arts  and  Sciences.  This  unex- 
pected registration  resulted  in  serious  overcrowding  and  taxing  of  facilities. 
The  good  spirit  of  the  Faculty  and  students  showed  in  their  willingness  to 
accept  larger  classes,  and  in  their  patience  and  co-operation  when  the 
Cafeteria,  Chemistry  and  Student  Activity  huts  were  not  ready.  As  Principal 
of  the  College,  I  apologize  for  these  overcrowdings  and  delays.  It  would 
be  foolish  of  me  to  promise  that  they  will  not  occur  again,  for  I  admit  that 
every  year  it  becomes  increasingly  difficult  to  predict  enrolments.  Even  as 
I  write,  we  are  about  to  occupy  the  extension  to  the  Ewing  Building.  This 
will  provide  a  doubling  of  Library  space,  a  new  Union  Room,  classrooms 
and  Faculty  offices.  In  September,  the  newly  purchased  Dunlop  House  will 
provide  three  seminar  rooms  and  several  more  offices.  Certainly  by  that 
time  I  am  optimistic  enough  to  think  that  the  athletic  field  at  Gordon  Head 
will  be  ready  for  use.  Indeed,  the  College  may  have  acquired  the  whole 
Gordon  Head  Camp  site,  so  essential  to  its  future  growth. 

Yes,  Victoria  College  is  expanding.  The  increase  in  enrolment  and 
the  extended  facilities  I  have  just  mentioned  bring  us  nearer  to  our  dream 
of  a  four-year  College.    Indeed,  it  is  inevitable,  and  all  but  a  reality. 

In  this  foreword  on  behalf  of  the  Faculty,  I  usually  say  "farewell"  to 
all  Sophomores.  This  year  I  say  "au  revoir,"  because  the  College  is  making 
plans  to  offer  a  limited  number  of  Third  and  Fourth  Year  courses  in  Sep- 
tember, 1959. 

As  I  say  "au  revoir,"  it  is  in  the  full  consciousness  that  the  extended 
Victoria  College  of  the  future  will  enjoy  success  only  in  the  measure  that 
it  is  faithful  to  its  best  traditions,  only  in  so  far  as  it  seeks  to  keep  alive 
close  intimacy  between  Faculty  and  students. 
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This  is  my  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation  for  all  that  Victoria 
College  has  given  me.  First,  being  President  of  the  Students'  Council  has 
been  an  honour.  I  have  made  mistakes  and  had  worries,  but  from  them  I 
have  learned  lessons  I  will  never  forget.  For  the  privilege  of  this  education, 
I  thank  you. 

I  can  have  nothing  but  admiration  for  the  members  of  this  year's 
Students'  Council.  Their  sense  of  responsibility  toward  you  has  made  them 
good  representatives;  their  loyalty  and  co-operation  have  given  us  the 
unity  necessary  for  active  student  government.  Above  all,  they  have  been 
honest  in  discussion  and  decision,  and  I  respect  them  for  it. 

To  the  Faculty,  may  I  express  my  gratitude  for  the  advice  gained  from 
experience,  and  given  with  willingness.  This  personal  interest  in  the  affairs 
of  the  students,  individually  and  as  a  whole,  will  remain  in  my  mind  an 
unchangeable  part  of  Victoria  College. 

Finally,  i  would  like  to  congratulate  you  on  your  interest  in  your 
Students'  Council.  You  have  expressed  your  opinion,  both  for  and  against 
our  proposals,  and  you  have  participated  in  the  athletic  and  social  activities 
we  have  directed.  You  have  gone  to  classes,  and  you  have  studied,  but 
above  all,  you  have  made  the  old  College  live. 

Next  year  a  new  group  of  students  will  begin  their  university  career 
at  Victoria  College.  May  I  encourage  those  of  you  who  will  return,  to  give 
these  new  Freshmen  the  full  benefit  of  your  experience.    To  next  year's 
Students'  Council,  "Best  of  luck";  to  next  year's  students,  "Every  success" 
to  our  Faculty,  "Thank  you";  and  to  old  Victoria  College,  "Good-bye."

Running  the  college  from  the  second  floor  of  the  cafeteria  building  this  year's  students'  council  led  by  president  Ron 
Cook,  vice-president  Dave  Skillings,  secretary  Anne  Mayhew,  treasurer  Roger  Hollick,  and  staff  sponsors  Dr.  Tracy  and  Dr. 
Elliot  achieved  many  important  goals  for  the  college. 

During  the  year  the  council  featured  the  appearance  of  Mr.  Lee  Briggs,  former  manager  of  the  B.C.  Power  Commission, 
the  appearance  of  Denis  Patchen,  popular  American  jazz  poet,  the  disappearance  of  Premier  W.  A.  C.  Bennett,  and  the 
appearance  of  two  former  Victoria  College  students,  John  Manning  and  Gordon  Wood. 

With  a  thought  towards  the  future  of  Victoria  College  as  a  degree  granting  University  the  council  had  students  fill  out 
third  year  course  form  ballots  to  aid  the  staff  in  selecting  possible  third  and  fourth  year  programmes  to  be  offered  here 
next  year. 

The  council  also  had  a  thorough  investigation  into  the  possibilities  of  joining  the  National  Federation  of  University 
Students.  A  committee  under  the  chairmanship  of  vice-president  Dave  Skillings  was  formed  and  after  much  discussion 
the  matter  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  student  plebiscite.  The  student  body  was  very  definitely  against-  joining  the 
federation  at  the  present  time. 

Under  the  supervision  of  Bob  Smith  a  plan  was  developed  for  floating  $75,000  bond  issue  to  pay  for  the  building 
of  a  Student  Union  Building.  This  plan  has  not  definitely  been  accepted  but  is  undergoing  careful  consideration  by  the 
council  and  other  committees. 

Sportswise  although  the  teams  did  not  bring  as  much  attention  to  the  college  as  they  have  in  past  years  each  team 
received  a  trip  to  Vancouver  as  well  as  playing  in  several  Island  centres. 

As  is  the  annual  custom  the  council  staged  an  orphanage  party  and  assisted  in  ushering  at  the  college  play. 

The  literary  clubs  in  the  council  flourished  this  year  and  in  accordance  with  this  rise  in  interest  the  council  purchased 
a  new  Gestetner  machine  for  the  printing  of  college  papers  and  other  forms  of  scandal.

Their  record  was  one  of  great  improvement — beginning  with  a  4-2  loss  to  Royal  Roads  and  progressing  to  a  decisive 
tournament  win  over  the  three  organized  water  polo  teams  of  the  city.  Next  year's  plans  include  participation  in  a  five- 
team  city  league.
